Continental Cotn Craft. 

The casual British tourist in France 
or Germany is nearly always marked 
down as a person easy to cheat. In 
4 great measure it is the Britisher's 


own fault. Years ago no one 
went on the continent without 
first changing their English coin 


into that used in the parts they were 
pois to visit. The money-changing 
ureaux make this far easier now 
than formerly. It follows that far 
fewer ogee trouble to do it. Yet 
the failing of English people in this 
respect puts many additional pounds 
into the pockets of ecntinental shop- 
keepers and hotel proprietors every 
ear. 

r Shop and restaurants on the contin- 
ent now not only “speak English 
thoy quite willingly - English 
money as payment. It is advantage- 
ous for them so to do. 

Scores of English folk in France 
regard a shilling as the correct equi- 
valent to one franc. They have vague 
memories of having heard the value 
of the coins was about equal. Dis- 
honest phop keepers foster the belief. 
Such will will ngly supply an Eng- 
lishman with twenty francs in return 
for an English sovereign, and be just 
five. frances richer by the transaction, 

In Germany the low-value nickel 
coins are very confusing, and excel- 
lent aids to cheating. Very often 
pfennig are given in place of marks 
—the former is worth 1 1-4d., the lat- 
ter ls. 

Those who are wise will study the 
coinage of a country before going to 
it. 


Unspoiled Swiss Valleys. 


Switzerland sets an example as a 
protector of its flora and fauna which 
other countries might follow. The 
Swiss League For the Protection of 
Nature rents the Val Cluoza on 4 
twenty-five year lease from the com- 
mune of Zernetz, in the lower Enga- 
dine, wherein to preserve the types of 
fauna and flora peculiar to the Alps. 
No sportsman is allowed to empty a 
single cartridge in the valley, no col- 
iector to uproot a single flower, and 
no hotel company to erect a single 
hotel. The mule paths and bridges 
will be kept in order, and a few cab- 
ins will be erected for shelter, but 
otherwise nature will be left to her- 
self for the next generation.

SPIDERS AS ARCHITECTS, 


Wonderful Webs Are the Result of 
Evolution. 


One who is desirous of studying the 
architectural gifts of spiders may eas- 
ily do so by observing the labors of 
the little garden spider common to 
all localities. These beautiful webs, 
circular in, outline, with radiating 
threads running from centre to cir- 
cumference and supporting a series 
of concentric lines, are regarded by 
naturalists as the highest prhiseamen: 
of the spider. ‘ 

How did the spider learn the art 
of making these webs? Their great 


ingenuity and perfection of geometric: 


form are conceded. The naturalist is 
not satisfied with the reply that it is 


and his observations lead him to think 
that he can discern a sort of actual 
progress, which he calls evolution, 
In the art of web making among 
spiders. 

The common house spider spins a 
web quite different from that’ of the 
garden spider, 
web consists of a silken tube

in a dark corner, with an irregular» 


sheet of closely woven meshes spread 
before it. The tube is the spider’s lurk- 
ing hole and
